THE RAYMOND LION 


The Canadian National Institute for 
the Blind is one of the greatest or- 
ganizations for good of the under-privi- 
leged that we have in Canada, This 
institution is run by blind people for 
blind people. The president of the in 
stitute is Mr. Hewlitt, who is complete- 
ly blind. They have a few people with 
normal sight to act as secretaries and 
instructors. Braille is taught and many 
very useful trades. A blind citizen is 
taken into the school for many months 
and taught to be entirely independent. 
He is taught how to get around alone. 
He is taught to write and read Braille, 
He is tested for several trades and 
trained to make a living at the one he 
is best suited to handle. A big share 
of your brooms are made by blind 
people in Alberta. Most of the baskets 
and practically all of the rubber door 
mats made from old tires are made 
right here in Alberta by your blind 
neighbors. This noted enterprise isn’t 
begging for charity—they are solicit- 
ing funds to make the less fortunate 
people self-respecting, hard-working 
citizens. A great many blind people are 
now leading normal lives, ,raising fami- 
lies and maintaining a livlihood with- 
out charity. When the members of the 
Lions Club call at your door give gen- 
erously to aid this great educational 
and training program for blind people. 
Remember that the Lions Club carry 
all administration expenses and give 
of their time and money freely. In ad- 
dition to the time they contribute the 
members contribute nearly as much 
to this fund as all the rest of the town 
put together. Every cent that the citl- 
zens of Raymond donate is turned over 
to Mr. Hewlitt and his helpers in aCl- 
gar. Give! and give! and feel good 
because you have brought happiness 
to another blind brother who was 
helpless.

FOOD COSTS AND WAGE RATES 

The high cost of living has been ~e- 
ceiving a good deal of attention late- 
ly, with much criticism being levelled 
at the high food costs. Just recently 
Rt. Hon, Louis St. Laurent, Prime Min- 
ister of Canada, quoted figures in the 
House of Commons, which indicated 
that actually food costs were lower 
now than they were in 1939 when the 
cost of living was at a very low level 
and farm prices were still at near de- 
pression levels. 

The table below gives Mr. St. Laur- 
ent’s figures showing estimates of 
food quantities which one hour's work 
of an industrial employee, at average 
wages would buy in certain periods:
